PHENIX CITY, Ala.—15>)—Investigators hunting the 


phantom killer of A. L. Patterson intensified their search to- 
day in hope that witnesses kept silent by fear may talk now 
that Phenix City is under limited martial law. 
There were encouraging signs 


the first 24 hours after Gov. Gor- 
don Persons stripped Phenix City 
police and Russell County sheriff's 
officers of all authority and re- 
placed them with battle-hardened 
National Guard troops. 


Acting Atry. Gen. Bernard Sykes, 


expressing belief that the unprece- 
dented military rule would "open 
the way to new information," told 
.newsmen Friday he had noticed an 
increase in telephone calls and 
other contacts from residents ap- 
parently willing to tell what they 
might know. 


He had remarked earlier there 


were rumors many persons were 
afraid to talk before the civilian 
law enforcement officers were dis- 
armed and relieved of their author- 
ity- 


It was five weeks ago Friday 


night that Patterson was shot to 
death on a downtown street before 
he couM take office as attorney 
general, a job he had won on a 
pledge to rid Phenix City and all 
Alabama of organized crime and 
racketeering. 


His son, John, has since been 


nominated for the same office on 
a promise to carry out the cleanup 
campaign his father started.

partment refusal to clear Thomas 
W. LaVenia, a'McCarthy appointee 
on the senate investigations sub- 
committee staff, for access to clas- 
sified documents, or to explain its 
reasons for witholding clearance. 


And LaVenia, telling his side of 


the story to his senate bosses, re- 
ported he believes his Pentagon 
turndown stems from FBI reports 
about a Secret Service role he 
played in 1943 in investigating an 
alleged 
plot 
against President 


Franklin D. Roosevelt. He thinks 
he performed a playboy role so 
well it was misunderstood by in- 
vestigators.

Police Chief Injured in 
Chasing Robber Suspect 


ROCKFORD, HI.—'^—Police Chief Harry E. Simmons of Capron, 


III., was injured in a highway collision Friday night as he was pur- 
suing a man who he said answered the description of the robber who 
held up the Rock City, 111., bank Wednesday. 


Simmons. 5". said he lost con- 


trol of his squad car on U. S. 51 
seven miles north of Rockford and 
collided with an auto driven by 
Myra Thorndyke, 19, of Roscoe, 
111. Both were treated for minor 
injuries at St. Anthony's Hospital, 
Rockford. 


Simmons said he spotted a man 


resembling the bank robber in 
Capron, 19 miles northwest of 
Rockford. and chased his car for 
25 miles at speeds up to 80 miles 
an hour before the crash. He said 
he fired three shots at the car. 
hitting two fenders and a hubcap.

Most of the 
answers came from the slain wom- 
an's husband, Dr. Samuel B. Shep- 
pard, 30-year-old osteopath. The in- 
quest continues Monday. 


From San Francisco, Thomas J. 


Parrino, assistant Cwyahoga Coun- 
ty prosecutor, and Robert 
Schottke, Cleveland detective, -set 
out today to check upon a visit 
Sheppard and his wife made to 
California in early March. 


At the inquest Friday Dr. Shep- 


pard said he spent several days in 
Los Angeles as a house guest of a 
Dr. and Mrs. Arthur Miller and 
that Miss Susan Hayes, a pretty 
23-year-old hospital technician he 
had known in Cleveland, came 
there also as a guest of the Millers.

WASHINGTON — 


The Eisenhower administra- 
tion has now reached two 
basic conclusions about the 
Indochina peace settlement at 
Geneva. 


1. If the United States and its 


Allies act quickly and decisively 
they can take military, political 
and economic measures which 
should save the rest of Indochina 
from Communist conquest either 
by a new open aggression or by 
subversion. 


No Basis 


2. Just because Russia and Red 


China agreed to an Indochina set- 
tlement, this does not provide any 
basis for believing the Communists 
will now agree to desirable Ko- 
rean, German and Austrian settle- 
ments or to disarmament and 
atomic bomb control systems. 


These points stood out in a news 


conference held .by Secretary of 
State Dulles late Friday near the 
end of a hectic week in internation- 
al affairs. They demonstrated that 
the American government assumes 
the cold war is still a very active 
combat and that Russian talk of 
sweeping world settlements is sim- 
ply propaganda designed to mud- 
dle the Western Allies. 


Seize Opportunity 


"The important thing from now 


own," he said, "is not to mount 
the past but to seize ttie future 
opportunity to prevent the loss in 
Northern Viet Nam from leading 
to the extension of communism 
throughout southeast Asia and the 
Southwest Pacific . . . 


"If the free nations which have 


a stake in this area will now work 
together to avail our present op- 
portunities in the light of past ex- 
perience, then the loss of the pres- 
ent may lead to a gain for the 
future." 


On the question of what may be 


done to shore up defenses against 
Communist pressure in Southeast 
Asia, Dulles displayed great opti- 
mism.

Atomic Bill 
Gets House 
Approval 


No End in Sight 
For the Senate's 
Marathon Session 


WASHINGTON </P> — The 


Eisenhower administration's 
atomic energy bill raced to- 
ward victory in the house 
early today. But it remained 
stalled in a still-talking senate 
session with no end yet -in 
sight. 


Uncorking a marathon meeting 


of its own, the House wound up 
17 U. hours of debate — with lots 
of votes — at 2:11 a.m. (CDT) by 
stamping tentative but seemingly 
decisive approval on the omnibus 
measure which would revamp the 
nation's basic atomic energy law. 


Then it adjourned till Monday 


after a parliamentary maneuver 
by Rep. Murray (D-Tenn) forced 
delay of the final, formal roll call 
vote on the bill. 


Few Votes 


In the Senate, where there has 


been plenty of oratory but few 
votes in a round-the-clock meeting 
that started Wednesday morning, 
weary administration supporters 
were still seeking in vain for an 
agreement which would move the 
disputed measure forward along 
the lines they want. 


Sen. 
Morse (Ind-Ore) took the 


floor at 2:18 a.m. for more hours 
of speechmaking to criticize what 
he Bays would be the bill's "give- 
away" of a basic national resource 
to "the private power monopoly.'* 


Morse opened up after Sen. 


Sparkman (D-Ala) had held the 
floor 5 hours, 12 minutes. Spark- 
man, another member of a deter- 
mined band of opponents composed 
mostly of Democrats, ' asked a 
change in the bill to allow a longer 
government 
holding 
period 
on 


atomic patents. 


Knon-land Seeks Gag 


Sen. Knowland of California, the 


Republican leader, spoke determin- 
edly both to the Senate and in an 
interview. He said he plans to 
press Monday his cloture petition 
to limit debate, unless he gets an 
earlier agreement to shorten th» 
talkfest — an accord he has been 
unsuccessful in gaining in repeat- 
ed attempts so far. 


Nor were there indications hi» 


cloture move, already introduced 
with the signatures of 38 GOP sen- 
ators, was likely to gain the 64- 
member approval needed to take 
effect if he presses it to a vote. 
Most of the 47 Democrats and some 
Republicans were reported opposed 
to the cloture attempt. 


In the House, whrfe strict de- 


bate-limiting rules are the normal 
course, administration forces held 
solid sway Friday and into the 
wee hours of the morning as they 
went through the complicated bill. 


Revises Atom Law 


The measure in general would 


revise the original 1946 atomic en- 
ergy law to allow a limited sharing 
of atomic information with U. S. Al- 
lies and to let private industry en- 
ter the field of peacetime atomic 
power development.

Imaginative Remodeling Can |UI Offers 
Do Wonders for Farmhouse

Many an old home such aa this 


farmhouse has plenty of life in its 
basic structure and needs only 
imaginative remodeling -with mod- 
em building materials to make it 
food a* new. 


Th« old back porch was re- 


placed by a section which includes 
a first-floor bedroom, a bath, and 
a new rear entrance. The new 
section is topped by a deck open- 
Ing off second-floor 
bedrooms. 


Added later were a breezeway and 
a large double garage. 


Old and new gable roofs were 


covered with fire-resistant shingles 
in a cheerful blue-green blend. The 
roof was economical to apply and 
its maintenance cost is low. Shin- 
gles can generally be laid right 
over the old roofing material, sav- 
ing the expense ol removing the 
old roofing. The green tone of the 
roof is in harmony with the house's 
rural setting and serves as the key 
to all the colors used on the rest of 
the house. 


An important asset to both the 


design and comfort of the "after" 
version are the many modern win- 
dows which were installed in the 
new addition or substituted for the 
small original windows on the 
main body of the house. Double- 
hung window units were used for 
the main body, banks of sliding 
windows for the new section, and 
floor-to-ceiling fixed-sash windows 
lor the breezeway. Window sash 
and frames were painted white to 
match the siding. 


New beveled siding was applied 


over th=; old sidewalls. Attractive 
overhead panel garage .doors are 
In keeping with the architecture 


- of the remodeled house. 


Large-scale remodeling such as 


this may be done gradually, a 
section at a time as the budget 
allows. It might take a few years, 
but the final result is usually worth 
it.

than rafter-and-joist construction. 


"For truss construction, a house 


width of 24 feet is the most eco- 
nomical span. If a wider span is 
used, the cost of exterior walls 
may be cut, but this saving is re- 
duced by increased gable-end and 
roof-framing costs. 


"An increase in spacing between 


primary framing members reduces 
the square-foot cost of the bare 
framing. This saving, however, is 
quickly lost when the necessary 
coverings for the wide spacing are 
added, due to the fact that heavier 
materials must be used for sheath- 
ing a ceiling."

Oil Fuzz Is 
Not Harmful 


Don't be alarmed if the cedar 


closet lining you buy has a white, 
fuzzy substance on the surface. 
In all likelihood the substance is 
merely crystalized cedar oil. an in 
dication of strong oil content. It 
sometimes appears that the pack 
aged lining has been stored where 
there is little air circulation or 
light. 


It will vanish if the wood is 


placed in the open air for a short 
period. It also can be brushed or 
rubbed off easily. 


Literally dozens of special-pur- 


pose wood kitchen cabinets are 
made in standard sizes and carried 
in stock by retail building material 
dealers. Shown above is a sink 
front with a lilt-out metal soap tray 
at top. center, and a slide-out 
towsl rack at each side. Storage 
shelves lie behind the doors below 
the soap tray.

Recently, I had the opportunity 


to pieview an educational color- 
sound slide-film which seemed to 
me to provide a practical summarv 
if LMMU pi iiioplos. of hunie vicovn- 
ation. 


Called "Creating a Home." the 


film was produced by the non- 
profit Home Fashions League of 
Illinois, to offer a concise guide 
for women like you and me. 


It's the sort of film that you 


may see at the woman's club 
meeting, at school or when shown 
as a service by the local depait- 
ment stoie. 


t was particularly interested with 


a detailed discussion on how to 
build a pleasing color scheme. Re- 
cognizing that few of us start from 
scratch, the example illustrate how 
color schemes aie created using as 
a base the carpet, wallpaper or 
fabric that one may have. 


The advice is to consider the 


large areas first, such as walls 
and floois: then smaller areas such 
as furniture covering, and finally 
the accent colors. 


Emphasis is placed on unified 


color schemes for an entire home. 


This tieatment is particularly 


impoitant in modern homes where 
rooms blend into one another. 


Red, 
for example, used as an 


accent color In one living room, 
is glimpsed again through the door-' 
way of the tiny den as a splashing- 
bnght ruR on the floor. 


If you enjoy shoving the furni- 


ture around every now and then, 
modern principles for arranging it 
will also spark ideas. In this se- 
quence a focal point of interest ex- 
tends to include the picture win- 
dow, 
inteiesting 
bookcases, a 


prized antique or the television set. 
as well as the traditional fireplace. 
A simple grouping of three chairs 
around a low table in fiont of a 
window, for example invited the 
visitor to enjoy the view. 


Miniature room sets point up the 


concept of arranging furniture to 


allow free flow of traffic in and out 
of the room. 


Where many of us go astray is 


in the failure to consider proper 
scale and proportion of furnishings. 
In addition to exploring the relation 
of furniture size to room, of lamps 
to table and chairs. I noted that 
we must also consider the size of 
fabric patterns to the chair, has- 
sock or window where it will b« 
used. A flamboyant pattern may 
look magnificent on a large sofa 
but it smothers a small chair. 


Suggestions for combining old

One hundred years ago this week Dixon became a 


fearsome place. Residents fled the streets of the pioneer 
town and hurried to the surrounding country to escape 
the dreaded disease, cholera. 


The excitement was so great the editor of The Tele- 


graph warned his readers that the week's paper might 
not be as accurate as usual. His state- 
ment may be found in the "100 Years 
Ago" section.

Probably few Dixonites worried a 


great deal about cholera during the 
early July days in 1854. The Tele- 
graph editor warned his readers of the 
disease. A few men died, but the vic- 
tims were, for the most part, railroad 
workers, not local citizens. 


But on July 21 cholera became epi-

demic in Dixon. The next day. a Saturday, the full force 
of the disease was felt, and by evening: many residents 
were gathering their families and leaving the town. 


On Sunday 14 persons died. 


The story of the calamity was reported in The Tele- 


graph for Thursday. July 27, 1854, as follows: 


"Death, in it* most frightful form, swept 


through our (heretofore healthy) town like an ava- 
lanche, carrying away, within the space of twen- 
ty-four houm, eighteen souls. It I* a sad duty we 
are called upon to perform—that of recording the 
deaths of some of our best citiT.ens: who hut a 
few dajs ago were among us. sharing the pleas- 
ures and vicissitude* of this world. Ah: how truly 
it is (sir), that 'in the midst of life we are in 
death:' But we all have reason to thank our Eter- 
nal Creator that in the midst of death we have 
life. 


"Snnday. the twenty-third day 
of July, eighteen 


hundred and fifty-four, will be long remembered by the 
citizens of Dixon. 


"Among th? first victims, we are pained to record 


h* deajh of our efficient Post Master. J. H. Cleayer. 
We have no time or space to wnte eulogies, and indeed. 


in the case of the deceased spoken of, there is no need 
of any. 


Below we give the correct amount of interment* 


each day: commencing with fourteen on Sunday: 
five on Monday; three on Tuesday; two on Wed- 
nesday. 
"It will be seen that the cholera is subsiding. At the 


time we go to press, one o'clock P. M. today, there is 
two (sic) hopeless cases. We will here state that it is an 
erroneous report that all cases have proved fatal. Many 
who were severely attacked, have recovered."

Between July 20 and Aug. T the death toll from the 


disease climbed to 34. Heroes of the time were Doctors 
Everett and Abbott, who attended the sick.

The Telegraph editor, despite his concern over the 


epidemic, found time to report a correction concerning the 
atory we printed last week concerning; a Whiteside County 
family which almost was wiped out by the disease. 


"Erratum —We stated last week that a whole family 


died of cholera, and that the decease (sic) was brought 
on by rotten potatoes being left in the celler (sici. We 
have since been informed that it was false.—That the 
decease (sic) was contracted by one of the family while 
at a town north of this. In the same article spoken of we 
warned Against filth: we meant nothing disparaging to 
that family."

The comparison photographs of Amboy's business dis- 


trict shown below indicate the buildings haven't changed 


a great deal in, roughly, the past 50 years. The main 
difference is the substitution of cars for the old horses 
and wagons. 


During the last century, however. Amboy had its 


face changed frequently by fires. Dec. 10. 1863, saw one 
blaze cause damage of $35,000. Five business places went 
up in smoke Nov. 10, 1864, with a loss of S45.000. Seven 
businesses were destroyed by flames March 10. 1865, and 
16 buildings were damaged by fire Aug. 24, 1867. 
The 


loss was $7,500. Four businesses burned on April 2. 1868. 


The worst fire burned 12 buildings on Aug. 25, 1871. 


The loss was $175.000. A prisoner in the city jail. John 
Shannon, confined for unlawfully selling mortgaged prop- 
erty, died in the flames. 


We'll predict that thoughts of such unhappy events 


will be far from Amboyans' minds two weeks from now 
when they celebrate the town's centennial.

CHICAGO i/R— Forty-four Illinois 


counties have suffered "serious" 
crop damage and three counties 
have reached "disaster" propor- 
tions from the drought and searing 
heat. 


So said the Illinois Agricultural 


Assn. Friday in making public part 
of a study now in progress. 


County farm advisers were asked 


to classify' crop damage as minor, 
moderate, serious or disaster. 


Most damage falls south of a line 


extending across the state 10 miles 
north of Springfield. The worst is 
in the southwest corner of the 
state, near East St. Louis. 


The corn crop is reported worst 


hit. 


•4 of 101 Counttee 


The survey covered 64 of the 102 


:ounties 'in the state. The associa- 
ion said the advisers reported 
disaster conditions in Brown, Scott 
and Franklin counties. An associa- 
ion spokesman said conditions in 
these three counties do not appear 
worse than those in the 41 other 
counties, however.

ful strikes and slowdowns.

Welty until August 23 to file an 
answer why they have not yet 
complied with the court's order. 
The defendants have stated that 
they are currently planning steps 
to clean and repair the ditch. 


In the suit originally filed last 


October, the plaintiffs stated that 
they first brought the conditions 
to the attenion of the district offi- 
cials in 1948, but that the defend- 
ants replied they were powerless 
under the -law to request more than 
a $2.400 annual appropriation for 
district drainage work. 


Welty and Tucker reportedly an- 


swered that the law was changed 
in 1951, permitting the district to 
float bonds to raise money to make 
the repairs. The district members 
stated that they could not get a 
company to purchase the bonds 
until they obtained legal approval. 
This legal approval can now be 
obtained, they reported. 


The writ of mandamus does not 


apply to former drainage district 
member Louise Trautwein, who 
resigned in 1951. although she is 
at present still a defendant in the 
$15.000 damage sui* **ill in litiga- 
tion.

severe enough to cause the death of a participant ar« quite rare, sta- 
tisticians of the Metropolitan Life Insurance Company find. 


The statisticians, ntudyiiig the causes of death among the 


millions of male* between the ages of 10 and 29 Insured under 
Metropolitan Industrial polli-ies, discovered that less than one 
in each accidental deaths could be attributed to competitive 
sport*. 
During the two years under study—1851 and 1952— 


only 11 deaths In this group resulted from competitive ath- 
letics. 
BaocbaU and fcoftball accounted for four of th»""« 


deaths, golf for three, basketball for two, and football and 
track for one death each. 
INFORMATION CJATHERED by the statisticians from a wide va- 


riety of sources supported the results of the study of Metropolitan-in- 
sured males. For instance. New York City records show that the 
largest city in the country has averaged only three deaths a year from 
competitive sports for more than 30 years. 


In baseball, the professional major leagues with their 400 


players have not had a fatality from Injuries on the field 
frtnce 1920. 
In major league professional hockey—regarded by 


many as the roughest of sports—there has not been a death 
since 1937. Professional basketball has no record of a fatal • 
Injury in a name. The only death on the field In soccer in four 
decades was the result of a heart attack. Roller derby, one of 
the newer professional sports with about 100 skaters a year 
In competition, has not been responsible for a skating fatality 
since its inception in 1935. 
NATIONAL STATISTICS on the over-all number Of fatalities re- 


sulting from baseball are not available, but in spite of Uie good rec- 
ord of the major leagues, the sport probably accounts for more fatal 
injuries than any other. This is a reflection of the game's wide pop-

IN THE FIVE-YEAR PERIOD from 1949 through 1953, 65 direct 


and 29 indirect deaths from football have been reported. The direct 
deaths were those from injuries sustained during play—in tackling, 
blocking, piling up—while those classed as indirect were due to infec- 
tion, heart failure, pneumonia, and other conditions resulting from th« 
game. 


High school football accounted for 37 of the direct deaths. 


Tills was equivalent to an annual death rate of 1.2 per 100.000 
for the 600.00 students a year playing the game. College foot- 
hall, with about 65.000 players each year, had four direct 
deaths with about the same death rate. Professional fcnd semi- 
professional football had nlno deaths and sandlot football had 
15 during the 1049-1933 period. 
ANNUAL SURVEYS BY THE RING, the magazine of boxing, for 


the same five-year period showed a total of 12 deaths among profes- 
sional boxers and 17 among amateurs. Because of the efforts of 
state boxing authorities to make the sport safer, deaths among pro- 
fessional fighters have been decreasing In recent years. There ar» 
about 3,000 licensed professionals in the United States, and-probably 
a larger number of amateur boxers.

H« was still a bit tired today 


from the unusual underwater ex- 
perience, but apparently suffered 
no lasting ill effect*. 


Th« lanky 26-year-old, a native of 


New York, said he did not intend 
to repeat the experiment in the 
near future.

"Don't think I can stay down

Fisher began his free dive a

p.m. Thursday and had no 


direct connection with the airj 
world above him. He hung hi 
camping equipment on coral pin 
nacles and pushed friendly fish 
aside.

as a submarine," swam slowlj

Fisher drank soup, ate candy, 


and for breakfast shot « fish with 
us water spear gun, sliced it and 
;hewed it raw. 
The endurance dive was to test 


a "Div-Air," a n«wly designed un- 
derwater breathing apparatus sim- 
lar to the French aqualung. A face 
mask covered Fisher's eyes and 
nose but left his mouth free. 


Fisher breathed air from a tank 


on his back through a tub« in his 
mouth. He removed the mouth- 
>iec« long .enough to swallow a 
morsel of food or sip water or soup 
'rom a bottle. Th« food and fresh 
tanks of air were brought down to 
him by associates.

WASHINGTON '£>— The nation's 


wheat growers have voted once 
again to accept controls on their 
next year's crop—but the maigin 
was the thinnest ever. 


The outcome means the govern- 


ment will continue paying high 
support prices for wheat—some- 
where between 75 and 90 per cent 
of parity. The rate is not yet de- 
cided, i 


But it also means that, in Sec- 


i ctary of Agriculture Benson's own 
terms, controls on what the farm- 
er can plant in 1955 will be the 
toughest ever. 


Growers supporting controls cast 


73.3 per cent of the vote in Fri- 


day's referendum, the Agriculture 
Department calculated early to- 
day. Since a favorbale vole of 66." 
per cent was needed to continue 
controls, the margin was thin in- 
deed—much slimmer than was ex- 
pected from advance indications. 


Some 267,000 farmers voted—a 


light turnout. Nearly a million 
were eligible by virtue of planting 
more than 15 acres of wheat. The 
outcome was in doubt until North 
Dakota came in with a whopping 
majority of "yes" votes—46.206 io 
2.073. 


Had controls been rejected, the 


support price of wheat would have 
dropped to 50 per cent of panty— 


the standard said by taw to Jtr« 
| fa-men? a fair return for their pro- 
duce compared with their produc- 
tion costs. But farmers would have 
been able to grow as much wheat 
as they wished. 


The "yes" vote means high sup- 


ports but stncter-than-usual con- 
trols on what farmers can plant. 


The icferendum was held under 


a law which provides for rigid 
acreage controls whenever the sup-^ 
ply of wheat on hand is above- 
"normal." 


The unofficial total*—eompl«t«. 


official figures won't b» available 
for three or four weeks—show out 
195 801 farmers voted for th» con- 
trol program and 71,303 against. 
One year ago the vote wa» 390,321 
"yes" and 57.221 "no."

SAO PAULO, Brazil (ft — Some 


dyes or other chemicals added to 
our foods might cause certain 
forms of cancer, a British scientist 
today told representatives of 54 na- 
tions here to study ways of fighting 
the scourge. 


Dr. Eric Boyland, biochemist of 


London University, told the Sixth 
International Cacer Congress that 
numerous chemicals put in foods 
deserve a closer look for possible 
cancer effects. 


It is a tough problem, Boyland 


said, to tell whether such chemi- 
cals cause cancer. He said a dye 
known as "butter yellow" former- 
ly was used to color oleomargarine 
but was abandoned when it was 
found capable of causing cancer 
in experimental animals. A green 
dye used in canning peas also was 
found capable of causing the di- 
sease in laboratory animals. 


Boyland said two solutions have 


been suggested. One is to avoid 
adding any chemicals to foodstuffs. 
The other is to test each one first 
in the laboratory. But such tests 
could cost about 510,000 each and 
take a long time, he added. 


He said the discovery that some 


chemical products produce cancer 
in animals 
doesn't 
necessarily 


mean they would do the same in 
humans. He added, however, that 
some cases of stomach, liver or 
bladder cancer might be caused 
by chemicals in foods.
